We write in further regard to your July 28, 2020 letter to Attorney General Barr and to 
Director Wray regarding the Crossfire Hurricane investigation and certain matters related to 
Ukraine. 


As you are aware, the Attorney General has determined that it is now in the public 
interest to release to Congress additional documents and information related to these matters to 
the extent consistent with national security interests and with the January 7, 2020 order of the 
Foreign Intelligence Surveillance Court.

The attached production is 
unclassified in its current format. Pursuant to longstanding Department policy, the Department 
has made redactions relating to certain personally identifiable information or to ongoing 
investigations, enforcement activities, and certain law enforcement operations, methods, or 
techniques.

1970s: Trump met Manafort through Roy Cohn 


1995 December 17: Konstantin Kilimnik and Philip Griffin were among the 
International Republican Institute staff members working on the observation 
mission for the Russian parliamentary elections.! 


1999 October: Aleksei Kiselev founds(?) Eurosoft, based in “Washington DC” 
(FINRA) 
¢ 1999 October 21: Eurosoft International Inc. registers in Dover, DE, file

2002 August: Aleksei Kiselev begins working for North Atlantic Securities LLC,

2004 September: Candidate Yushchenko is poisoned, likely by SBU officials, 
possibly organized by Eduard Prutnik and Andrey Klyuyev on orders of Russian PR 
man Gleb Pavlovskiy (20May16). 


2004 October: Aleksei Kiselev led delegation of ex-Congressmen to Kyiv to declare 
first-round elections fair.(20May16) 


2004 November: Eduard Prutnik, a Yanukovych aide, held a raucous conference at 
the National Press Club. Aleksei Kiselev “translated.” 


2004 December: Yanukovych belatedly asked for help to save his presidential 
candidacy, according to Manafort. 


2004 December 26: Yushchenko defeats Yanukovych in new round of election. 


2005: Akhmetov asked Davis Manafort to groom SCM’s image

metals.” 


2006 May 21: Montenegrin independence referendum. Rick Davis had advised the 
ruling party. 


2006 August 11: Konstantin Kilimnik, longtime employee of the International 
Republican Institute, chaired by John McCain, is on the list of Davis Manafort people 
approved by the Election Commission of newly independent Montenegro to monitor 
its 10 September election.5 


2006 August (circa 29th): Davis, McCain and Deripaska were reportedly all 

present at a party in Montenegro and an afterparty on a yacht where the group 

toasted McCain’s 70" birthday, which fell on Aug 29.

Later in June it would 
be a co-owner of CMZ Ventures LLC (aka ZMC ventures—initials stand for Arthur G.

2008 July 16: CMZ (Manafort/Cohen/Zackson/Firtash/Mogilevich?), Alatau and 
Inovalis (jointly known as CAI) sign letter of intent to purchase Drake Hotel, 
promise to deliver $10mIn deposit within 10 days.!* (No mention of Deripaska or 
Pericles). 


2008 July: Representatives of Deripaska’s Surf Horizons met Manafort’s aide Gates 
in Ukraine and toured the PEM Advisors office and the purported Chorne more 
offices [in Odessa], as if to show that PEM had indeed bought the company. 


2008 August 20: Brad Zackson writes to Harry (Macklowe? Drake Hotel owner) 
and Arthur (Cohen? Of CMZ) saying he had had a meeting in Monte Carlo and 
firmed up CMZ’s $112mln in equity, as well as a commitment from Frank 
[Orenstein] /Alatau, “so we are adequately backed up in event of any shortfall.” }3 No 
mention of Inovalis. !4 


2008 November 6: Firtash’s DF group wired $25 million from its Raiffeisen Bank 
account to CMZ Ventures, Calister Investments, and the Dynamic Fund as part of an 
escrow agreement for the Drake Hotel/Bulgari Tower project. !5

Summary

TRUMP has paid bribes and engaged in sexual activities there but key 
witnesses silenced and evidence hard to obtain

Detail 


1. Speaking to a trusted compatriot in September 2016, two well-placed 
sources based in St Petersburg, one in the political /business elite and the 
other involved in the local services and tourist industry, commented on 
Republican US presidential candidate Donald TRUMP’s prior activities in 
the city. 


2. Both knew TRUMP had visited St Petersburg on several occasions in the 
past and had been interested in doing business deals there involving real 
estate. The local business/political elite figure reported that TRUMP had 
paid bribes there to further his interests but very discreetly and only 
through affiliated companies, making it very hard to prove. The local 
services industry source reported that TRUMP had participated in sex 
parties in the city too, but that all direct witnesses to this recently had 
been “silenced” i.e. bribed or coerced to disappear. 


3. The two St Petersburg figures cited believed an Azeri business figure, 
Araz AGALAROV (with offices in Baku and London) had been closely

RUSSIA/CYBER CRIME: A SYNOPSIS OF RUSSIAN STATE SPONSORED AND 
OTHER CYBER OFFENSIVE (CRIMINAL) OPERATIONS 


Summary 


- Russia has extensive programme of state-sponsored offensive cyber 
operations. External targets include foreign governments and big 
corporations, especially banks. FSB leads on cyber within Russian 
apparatus. Limited success in attacking top foreign targets like G7 
governments, security services and IFIs but much more on second tier 
ones through IT back doors, using corporate and other visitors to Russia 


- FSB often uses coercion and blackmail to recruit most capable cyber 
operatives in Russia into its state-sponsored programmes. Heavy use also, 
both wittingly and unwittingly, of CIS emigres working in western 
corporations and ethnic Russians employed by neighbouring 
governments e.g. Latvia 


- Example cited of successful Russian cyber operation targeting senior 
Western business visitor. Provided back door into important Western 
institutions. 


- Example given of US citizen of Russian origin approached by FSB and 
offered incentive of “investment” in his business when visiting Moscow. 


- Problems however for Russian authorities themselves in countering local 
hackers and cyber criminals, operating outside state control. Central Bank 
claims there were over 20 serious attacks on correspondent accounts 
held by CBR in 2015, comprising Roubles several billion in fraud 


- Some details given of leading non-state Russian cyber criminal groups 


Details 


1. Speaking in June 2016, a number of Russian figures with a detailed 
knowledge of national cyber crime, both state-sponsored and otherwise, 
outlined the current situation in this area. A former senior intelligence 
officer divided Russian state-sponsored offensive cyber operations into 
four categories (in order of priority):- targeting foreign, especially

western governments; penetrating leading foreign business corporations, 
especially banks; domestic monitoring of the elite; and attacking political 
opponents both at home and abroad. The former intelligence officer 
reported that the Federal Security Service (FSB) was the lead 
organization within the Russian state apparatus for cyber operations. 


2. Interms of the success of Russian offensive cyber operations to date, a 
senior government figure reported that there had been only limited 
success in penetrating the “first tier” foreign targets. These comprised 
western (especially G7 and NATO) governments, security and intelligence 
services and central banks, and the IFIs. To compensate for this shortfall, 
massive effort had been invested, with much greater success, in attacking 
the “secondary targets”, particularly western private banks and the 
governments of smaller states allied to the West. S/he mentioned Latvia 
in this regard. Hundreds of agents, either consciously cooperating with 
the FSB or whose personal and professional IT systems had been 
unwittingly compromised, were recruited. Many were people who had 
ethnic and family ties to Russia and/or had been incentivized financially 
to cooperate. Such people often would receive monetary inducements or 
contractual favours from the Russian state or its agents in return. This 
had created difficulties for parts of the Russian state apparatus in 
obliging /indulging them e.g. the Central Bank of Russia knowingly having 
to cover up for such agents’ money laundering operations through the 
Russian financial system. 


3. In terms of the FSB’s recruitment of capable cyber operatives to carry out 
its, ideally deniable, offensive cyber operations, a Russian IT specialist 
with direct knowledge reported in June 2016 that this was often done 
using coercion and blackmail. In terms of ‘foreign’ agents, the FSB was 
approaching US citizens of Russian (Jewish) origin on business trips to 
Russia. In one case a US citizen of Russian ethnicity had been visiting 
Moscow to attract investors in his new information technology program. 
The FSB clearly knew this and had offered to provide seed capital to this 
person in return for them being able to access and modify his IP, with a 
view to targeting priority foreign targets by planting a Trojan virus in the 
software. The US visitor was told this was common practice. The FSB also 
had implied significant operational success as a result of installing cheap 
Russian IT games containing their own malware unwittingly by targets 
on their PCs and other platforms. 


4. Inamore advanced and successful FSB operation, an IT operator inside a 
leading Russian SOE, who previously had been employed on conventional 
(defensive) IT work there, had been under instruction for the last year to 
conduct an offensive cyber operation against a foreign director of the 
company. Although the latter was apparently an infrequent visitor to 
Russia, the FSB now successfully had penetrated his personal IT and 
through this had managed to access various important institutions in the 
West through the back door.

5. In terms of other technical IT platforms, an FSB cyber operative flagged 
up the ‘Telegram’ enciphered commercial system as having been of 
especial concern and therefore heavily targeted by the FSB, not least 
because it was used frequently by Russian internal political activists and 
oppositionists. His/her understanding was that the FSB now successfully 
had cracked this communications software and therefore it was no longer 
secure to use. 


6. The senior Russian government figure cited above also reported that 
non-state sponsored cyber crime was becoming an increasing problem 
inside Russia for the government and authorities there. The Central Bank 
of Russia claimed that in 2015 alone there had been more than 20 
attempts at serious cyber embezzlement of money from corresponding 
accounts held there, comprising several billions Roubles. More generally, 
s/he understood there were circa 15 major organised crime groups in the 
country involved in cyber crime, all of which continued to operate largely 
outside state and FSB control. These included the so-called ‘Anunak’, 
‘Buktrap’ and ‘Metel’ organisations.

BR «MILES EDWARD TAYLOR, date of birth (DOB) I. was interviewed at the 
DEPARTMENT OF HOMELAND SECURITY (DHS), 3801 Nebraska Avenue NW, Washington, D.C., by the 


writer and Special Accn' ii. After being advised of the identities of the interviewing Agents and 
the nature of the interview, TAYLOR provided the following information: 


Sas TAYLOR is a Counselor to the Secretary of DHS. Previously, TAYLOR was a National 
Security Advisor to the Committee on Homeland Security in the U.S. House of Representatives. While in the 
latter position in approximately September 2016, TAYLOR received an e-mail from former National Security 
Advisor to the Committee on Homeland Security ANDREA THOMPSON, who asked if TAYLOR would meet 
with FLYNN INTEL GROUP (FIG) about a company FIG was representing. TAYLOR agreed and was 
subsequently put in touch with a FIG representative named BIJAN. [Writer’s Note: BIJAN is one BIJAN R. 
KIAN.] 


ae On 29 September 2016, TAYLOR met with BIJAN and three representatives from GREEN 
ZONE SYSTEMS (GREEN ZONE) at the FORD HOUSE OFFICE BUILDING. Included among the GREEN 
ZONE representatives was one JUSTIN FREEH. The meeting concerned a form of communication technology 
featuring end-to-end encryption, which BIJAN pitched as having potential utility to special operations teams, 
domestic law enforcement, and members of Congress. During the meeting, and later by e-mail, BIJAN invited 
TAYLOR to FIG’s offices for a demonstration of the technology. 


Sa On 27 October 2016, TAYLOR traveled to FIG’s offices at 44 Canal Center Plaza, Suite 
400, Alexandria, Virginia, where he met BIJAN and representatives of GREEN ZONE, including FREEH. 
BIJAN led the presentation, during which the encryption technology was demoed by way of text messages sent 
between two phones. TAYLOR described the demo as useless given the abstract nature of the technology. 
Nonetheless, TAYLOR began asking various questions about the technology, which he had written down 
during the presentation. TAYLOR had asked about half of the questions in his notes when BIJAN announced to 
the group that he had invited others to join the meeting. At that time, the GREEN ZONE representatives left 


and three other men entered the room. No business cards were exchanged and nobody explained who the three 
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men were, though it was clear to TAYLOR that they were not with GREEN ZONE- Based on BI AN’s body 


language, TAYLOR believed that these men, rather than the encryption technology, represented the primary 
purpose of the meeting. 





| BIJAN, again taking the lead, revealed that FIG had been conducting an investigation into 
FATHULLAH GULEN for months and, based on that investigation, FIG believed GULEN was a threat to the 
United States. BIJAN and the other men presented various names on whiteboards to illustrate GULEN’s 
network, which included charter schools, organizations, and sub-organizations that collectively functioned as a 
financial vehicle through which all money went to the same place. No one explained how the information was 
collected, nor did anyone explain why the investigation was conducted. TAYLOR asked where there was any 
material support to a foreign terrorist organization and pressed BIJAN and the men as to why they felt GULEN 
was a threat. In response, TAYLOR was told that GULEN’s plan involved long-term brainwashing in 
furtherance of jihad. 


Lana After presenting the information, BIJAN told TAYLOR that Congress needed to take 
action and requested that the Committee on Homeland Security conduct a congressional hearing. BIJAN did not 
specifically ask for extradition. TAYLOR felt that the information was not sufficiently compelling and told 
BIJAN that they should go to law enforcement or other appropriate authorities if there was any indication of 
criminal wrongdoing. TAYLOR stated that GULEN was not relevant to the Committee on Homeland Security 
and told BIJAN that they were not the right committee for FIG. The meeting became awkward and ended 
abruptly. About one week later BIJAN e-mailed TAYLOR to thank him for meeting with GREEN ZONE; 
however, BIJAN did not mention GULEN. 


—, Prior to the meeting with FIG, TAYLOR did not believe he would be meeting with anyone 
acting on behalf of the Turkish government, and none of the men in the meeting stated that they represented a 
foreign interest. TAYLOR did not recall any reference to INOVO BV or any other company during the 
meeting. TAYLOR felt that BIJAN’s conduct was not consistent with lobbying practices, as there was no 
documentation of their conversations and the GULEN presentation was sandwiched within a meeting with 
another firm (GREEN ZONE). According to TAYLOR, FIG’s request for official action evinced a pedestrian 
understanding of the Committee on Homeland Security’s function. TAYLOR also believed that FIG’s 
subsequent filing under the Foreign Agents Registration Act (FARA) demonstrated little understanding of how 
The Hill worked. 
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
